BOVE story of Macedonia today is 
the story of the Monastir road. 


Along this highway Alexander and 
Xerxes and (salerius once tramped with 


their lepions, Tt has been the link be- 
tween the Adnatic and the Aegean seas 


ever since history was written. 

For ¢entories it-has carried its ox-carts 
with their solid wooden wheels, and long 
trains ot donkeys and peasant women 
bowed under packs, Serb and Bulgarian 
miders have descended on Saloniki along 
it. Por thirty centuries fighting men an 
peasants and thieves “and slnves hove 
marched through its bottomless mud. 

Today it is Ialesdoscopic as it coulil 
never have been in the worst days of its 
bad history. To the ox-carts and lonkeys 
have been added great camions and whirl- 
ite cars filled with officers in furs-and 
gold. Natty Frenchinen in horien blue, 
Kuglishmen in Khalkt, Italians in gray 
preen, Russians 1 brown, Serbian sol- 
ciers in wenther-washed gray, bead its 
surface, Fezzed Turks are there and 

Albanians in white embroidered with 

black, and Cretans in kilts and tights and 
tasscled shoes.

in whose oubliettes bones still moulier 
of the victims of 300 years of Turkish 
rule. 

At night angles to that road, as though 
they were the bent bow of which the road 
is the arrow, are half a million fighting 
men of the Allied forces. Not many in 
this conflict, perhaps. Macedonia 1s rare- 


ly mentioned in the communiques. Yet 


the British did not_employ so many men 
in South Afnea during the whole Boer 
War. In one day I have counted the um-

Campateing in Macedonia differs for 
the correspemdent from campaigning ¢lse- 
where. In the greater armice tm thie 
ereater fields a correspondent is cared 
for, guarded, watched, night herder. 
Everything is provided for him except 
his uniform and his wrist watch. He 
rides out in fast care: he is taken to high 
hills from which to watch the distant ac- 
tion: he sleeps in hotels of differing: de- 
recs of execllence. 

Th Macedonia he first secures creden- 
tials permitting him to wistt the Allied 
armies; then he buys an outfit —tent, 
eooking pots, blankets, water hucket—all 
complete: bearyuarters gives hum an or- 
derly, and he takes to the road. ‘Things 
hepin to happen.

Driving along the rauds, one finds Hul- 
warians asleep under bushes, stretched 
face down on the sand, examining their 
foat-fear, doing anything but work. In 
that case one 1s very apt to see a cont 
plnisant Serbian sentry sitting under a rock 
not far away, stinking a cigarette and 
te with the world. He would 
cheerfully Eli that one of his charges 
who sought to escape, but he i open- 
minded im regard to industry. 

“He just got in today,” one such sentry 
told me, nodding ata particular contented 
Bulgarian who was actively killing time. 
“He came ain from the front, thirty-five 
kilometers away.” 

The prisoner explained that he had de- 
serted, hidden his rific, and started out to 
give himself up. ‘The whole countryside 
is crawling with Bulgarian prisoners, so 
that noone paid the least attention to 
him. He walked on and walked on, cx- 
aminine gang after gang, until he found 
ane in which the dignity of labor was 
respected, 

Tis only complaint was that after he 
had properly surrendered: he was obliged 
to walk three kilometers farther, until he 
found an officer at Vertekopp who would 
receipt. for him properly. He thought this 
formality might have been atterided to by: 
miail. 


PEASANTS ABE SUURLY PHILOSo0ritic 


Along with the prisoners ore also finils 
press.pangs of the peasants of the vicin- 
ity. They are heartily discontented, al- 
though they are paid for their work. 
Orne cannot wonder at their attitude. 
Throughout the centuries there have been 
wars in Macedonia, and with each wor 
the overlordship of the peasant changed. 
But alittle ‘while ago he owned allertance 
fo the Turk. Then the Greeks took Marce- 
denia and began to tax him. Then the 
Buleurs estabisshed themselves, and might 


on the retreating heels of his new masters: 


came the Serbs, accompanied by a swarm 


of strange men wearing many wiiforms 


ind speaking in-many tongues. The poas- 
int tales refuge from his confusion in a 
sour philosoplsy.

“One year the crops. fail,” le says, 
“and the next year there m war. Tt is all 
one to the poor man.” 

Along the Monastir road there ts-2 con- 
tinuous, dribbling stream of refugess— 
not many at atime. Sometimes half a 
dozen will trudge ‘by in the course of a 
day. Sanietimes an entire village has 
heen evacuited farther up the line, and 
the fifty or so who have held on to the 
hitter end tramp stolidly and ‘unwillingly 
to safety. These poor folk never leove 
their homes until they have been com- 
pelled to. The outer world is a strange 
and hostile place to them. Perhaps not 
ane in-an hundred has ever been twenty 
milks away from his hamlet. 


WOMEN RETURN AT SIGHT TO THEM 
ABANDONED HOMIES 


They pile their poor effects on donkeys, 
put the babies: on top, and load the women 
with what there is left. lf there is a 
spare donkey, the man of the house al- 
ways rides. If there are two spare don- 
keys, the ehlest sons ride. The women 
tlways walk. Only once did I see 4 man 
wilking while his wife rode the dankey, 
The rid barred with the gossip of tt. 

They have suffered greatly, these poor 
folk. Yet candor ¢ sme to say that 
at first sight the difference between a 
Macedonian peasant evicted and a Mace- 
donian peasant at home is so shght that 
it fails to arose much sympathy. These 
poor folk secm to 2 westerner always on 
the edge of starvation. The principal 
item of their dict is maize, so poorly 
ground by crude water-turned wheels 
that their bodies are repulsively swollen 
from the resultant tidigestion. 

A min with a yoke of oxen and forty 
sheep is rich, 

Their homes aré mere inclosures of 
stone, topped with a blackened thatch, 
without windows anil sontetimes without 
ether door than a blanket or a bit of 
flapping skin. Often the fire. is lighted 
in the middle of the dirt floor and the 
smoke seeps out through the crevices of 
the walls. and the holesm the roof, Baths 
seem unknown and vermin are a commoon- 
place of their existence.

due to exposure wind insufficient fond.

Meitary drticles tecessary to reheve the 
very worst cases of pain and sufferiny. 
Probably nothing that can be done im- 
mechiately will da more to win this war 
than te strengthen Russia, The oppor- 
tunity and the duty here alone are almost 
without limit m extent. Our Red Cross 
is the one agency which can exert itself 
effectively in this terrible emergency. 


The foregoing are but the greater and 


more urrent needs of the moment. Other 
work of preat magnitude must be done.

Ambulinees driving gently down all 
the thoroughiares, the Red Cross flying 
aver one or more large houses in every 
street of the residentin|) quarter—these 
ate tokens Of the same tragic truth. | 

And abroad, in France and Flanders; 
you come fearer still to the true agony of 
the situation, How cam I describe it? 
Think of the worst earthquake, of the 
worst floods, that have scourge and 
shocked you here at home; multiply the 
horror of your impression a hundredfoted, 
nid vou will come tear to the horrors of 
the Marne and the Aisne. 

Maloply then a thousandfold, and yon 
will realize the ferocity of earnage at the 
liattles of the Ancre and the Somme.
